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COAL CASES GO OVER 
TO JANUARY TERM 



Federal Judge Says Palmer Has 
Come Mightj' Close To Con. 
tempt of Court 



Indianapolis, Intl., Nov. 9.— Trial of 
thr soft coal conspiracy cases against 
125 operators and miners in Indiana, 
Illinois, Ohio and western Pennsylva- 
nia was continued Monday util Janu- 
ary 10 by Federal Judge A. B. An- 
derson. 

When the cases were called for trial 
government counsel said it was not 
ready to proceed and Judge Anderson 
immediately undertook an investiga- 
tion of Attorney General Palmer's 
connection with them, an effort 
being made to learn what orders the 
attorney general had given regarding 
the scope of the government's evi- 
dence. 

In setting January 10 as the date 
for the trials Judge Anderson de- 
clared that meanwhile he would "at 
least find out whether we arc gov- 
erned by law or by person." His re- 
mark was intended apparently to ap- 
ply to Mr. Palmer, whose actions, the 
judge also asserted, were "strangely 
close to the compounding of a felony" 
and 'dangerously near contempt of 
court." 

Attorney General Palmer's orders 
not to use certain evidence in the soft 
coal con-piracy cases were interpret- 
ed as possibly nullifying the govern- 
ment's case by attorneys for the gov- 
ernment in the case, testifying before 
Judge Anderson. 

C. B. Ames, former chief a:\sistant 
attorney general, appearing as a 
friend of Mr. Palmer however, declar- 
ed that the attoney general's instruc- 
tions had 'been misunderstood gener- 
ally and tluit evidence be ordered ex- 
cluded was that relating for a period 
of time covered by the conspiracy in- 
dictment '

right." After inquiring concernedly 
if the visitor was an officer, and being 
assured he was not, she asked the 
kiddies "what they said" when they 
reached out for a quantity of candy 
tendered them. 

"It's the first candy since last 
Christinas,* replied the little blue- 
eyed tot, who said she was going to 
school next year or the next, surt. 

Less than $2 was sufficient to get 
material for a dress, all that was 
needed to start the eldest girl to 
school, after which she said ahe be- 
lieved she could make it herself. 
since she "had nine washings all to- 
gether."

Count Dya Tolstoy lectured Mon- 
day at the Caldwell auditorium as the 
second number of the city school ly- 
ceum course. His subject was, "The 
Truth About Russia." He said that 
bolshevism would finally be the cause 
of its own undoing; that the inflated 
currency of the country was such that 
it takes two basketsfui of money to 
purchase enough food for a meal. He 
said that a pound of butter is worth 
$3,000, a suit of clothes $20,000 antl 
a second-hand pair of shoes $15,000. 
The speaker showed that bolshevism 
had such a foothold because it took 
root in the organized class in Russia, 
which is the laboring class. 

The intelectuals and the peasant? 
are not organized. Both of the latter 
are the enemies of bolshevism. The 
laboring class in Russia is a very ig- 
norant classs, having no telephones 
newspapers and no schools. Conse- 
quently the government is in the hand 
of a class to which the lowest in- 
stincts appeal. Bolshevism holds its 
power because it yet has control of 
the ami). Count Tolstoy thinks the 
day is not far distant when the three 
bitter enemies of bolshevism will 
crush it, because these enemies rep- 
resent the three strongest elements 
in Russian life. They are General 
Wrangel, with his army operating in 
the south; the anarchistic class and 
the peasant class. Famine stalks 
abroad in Russia today. Only one 
train a week mns between Petrogracl 
and Moscow, which are the New York 
and Chicago of Russia.
